(a) Please provide all evidence that you have to support your claim that 7.11 
percent of DBMC volume is not entered at the destination SCF in the test 
year. 

(b) Please provide all evidence that you have to support your claim that all of the 
DBMC volume entered at the destination SCF in the base year, will become 
DSCF and DDU volume in the test year. Please address the fact that both of 
the new rate categories have much more stringent requirements than DBMC. 

(c) Please confirm that it is possible a mailer, who dropped DBMC volume at the 
destination DSCF in FY 1998, might not have enough volume at the 5digit 
presort lever in order to meet the DSCF requirements, but still may drop 
DBMC mail at the destination DSCF for convenience. 

(d) Please confirm that a mailer who drops DBMC volume at the destination 
DSCF in the test year, may not have enough volume to justify transporting 
parcels to each delivery unit in order to receive the DDU rate. 
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
